XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 
(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. 8. Watt.) 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of October, November and December, and Year 1933. 


October.—It may be recollected that the September rainfall was generally below normal, but that 
the deficiency was largely off-set by the distribution of falls throughout the month. The need of a 
general rainfall to benefit the crops, especially the late-sown, was, however, generally expressed by the 
farming community. A disturbance which was in course of formation during the last few days in 
September brought well defined rains throughout the wheat belt, while the fruit growing and dairying 
country also participated. A brief spell of fine weather ensued throughout the agricultural districts 
followed on the 6th and 7th by another rain, which was renewed on the 16th, 17th, 19th, and 23rd, 
the Southern sections, on the 16th receiving some particularly heavy falls. 


The month’s totals throughout the wheat country were with few exceptions above the average, 
and everything pointed to a good harvest, while there appeared to be an abundance of feed, and stock 
were in good condition. 


In the pastoral country the falls called for little comment, and the monthly registrations were 
below the average, which at this period of the year amounts to less than half an inch. In the Kim- 
berley, with the exception of 4 points at Hall’s Creek, nothing was recorded, but as there are only eight 
stations in this large division, it is probable that some thunderstorms, marking the opening of the 
seasonal rains, have occurred at stations which do not send in daily reports. 


Tropical temperatures reflected the sun’s Southern advance, and towards the end of the month 
some high maxima were experienced, registrations from 100 deg. to 109 deg. being reported from the 
Kimberley and North-West. The Gascoyne and Goldfields divisions also registered 100 degrees and 
over during the last week of the month. In Perth the highest was 83-0 deg. on October 14th, but this 
had been exceeded in September, on the 25th, when 86-7 deg. was noted. 


November.—Excluding some of the Northern, North-Eastern, and South-Eastern sections of the 
wheat belt, November was a month of very slight rainfall. A few spasmodic thunderstorms were re- 
ported from the Kimberleys, North-West, and Gascoyne, but they were of little moment, and all sta- 
tions reported deficiencies. 
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Throughout the Goldfields the rains were slightly more consistent, and although the month closed 
with the majority of stations below the average, some fairly satisfactory totals, especially in the South, 
were noticed. 


In the wheat belt and through the South-West some rains were noted on the 14th and 15th, these 
chiefly affecting the Eastern and some of the Central districts, also the Esperance-Norseman line. 
The other outstanding rain was at the end of the month, when thundery conditions prevailed, and 
fairly heavy rains fell over some of the Northern and North-Eastern country. Here the totals were 
above the average, but elsewhere throughout the wheat belt below average results were shown. 
So far as the wheat crops are concerned, no doubt the rain has done a certain amount of harm, but on 
the other hand, the water catchments which were becoming low, will have been replenished. 


Temperatures on the Coast and inland to the Avon Valley were decidedly high for November, 
but throughout the Gascoyne and Goldfields were lower than usual, The greatest heat was established 
at Marble Bar, where the mean monthly maximum was 103-3deg., whilst the tempertaure had ex- 
ceeded 100deg. some time during the month at all stations from Northam, Kellerberrin, and Southern 
Cross through the wheat belt, Northwards. 


The effect of the sea breeze in modifying thé heat during the day-time was very marked ; thus, 
taking the mean maximum for the coastal stations and going inland we find :—

December.—This month was warmer than usual over coastal areas both in day and night tem- 
peratures by about 2 degrees. This is explained by the repeated banking up of the highs over the 
Bight and the Goldfields, thus leaving the western half of the State under the influence of tropical 
depressions, which caused a severe heat wave after the middle of the month. The strong Easterly 
winds which accompanied the hot weather were equal to the heaviest ever recorded from that quarter, 
and caused considerable losses in the orchards, chiefly amongst the stone fruit. 


After a dry two months, the Kimberley, at the end of December, showed a considerable improve- 
ment, although here and there some dry patches still occurred. The North-West also experienced 
some very good falls early in the month, while some registrations were effected in the East Gascoyne, 
extending to the Goldfields. The latter division has been in need of a good rainfall for some months, 
but unfortunately, as these falls were not followed up, it is unlikely that any material good was effected. 


Rains were recorded throughout the greater part of the Agricultural areas on the 1st and 2nd and 
caused considerable delay to harvesting. On the other hand, water catchments, which in places were 
very low, were to a certain extent replenished. Losses to crops were occasioned by hailstorms and 
also bush fires early in the month, but the warmer weather after the middle of the month considerably 
hastened stripping operations. 

Year.—Kimberley and North-West.—December, 1932, saw a general increase in the tropical rains, 
suggesting that they would become heavier and more general as the season advanced. In the Kim- 
berleys this was not borne out, as most of the rain worked through Northern Australia, and 
although rains fell between January and April, the results were disappointing, and the season closed 
with a pronounced deficit. 

In the North-West and Fortescue, both January and February were dry, and it was not until 
March that a widespread rain was experienced. A tropical depression caused generous rains the 
following month, and with occasional falls during May and June, a good season resulted, although it 
could not be compared with that of the Gascoyne. August saw an unusual rain in the Kimberleys, 
while the Fortescue received a good downpour late in September. The following two months were 
dry, but December saw a good commencement of the seasonal rains in both Divisions. 


Gascoyne, Murchison, and Goldfields—January and February were comparatively dry, but March, 
1933, was marked by some wonderful rains over the Gascoyne, a record registration for the month falling 
over a large area. These rains penetrated to the Wiluna and Leonora districts, but little fell in the 
Laverton or Kalgoorlie country, and although some was registered during April, May, and June, the 
position in these districts was not greatly relieved, and rains were urgently needed. In the Southern 
Murchison the situation was slightly improved by various rainstorms between March and June, Some 
over-average rains fell in July and August, while the Goldfields, including the Laverton district, re- 
ceived falls during November and December, but in this section the year closed with rains urgently 
required. 


Agricultural Districts.—January, 1933, saw some destructive hailstorms in the Southern Agricul - 
tural districts, while a severe heat-wave in February caused widespread bush fires which led to the 
burning of grasses, crops and hay stacks. The generally dry weather continued during March and 
April, and lambing commenced under decidedly hard conditions. May marked the commencement of 
the regular winter rains, which continued throughout June, and at the end of the month, crops, although 
short, were looking healthy. The lambing was not satisfactory, and considerable losses were reported 
owing to lack of rain at the critical period, and to other causes. Although three rain-bearing depressions 
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passed over the wheat belt during July, the total results were short of the average. August was a 
month of considerable anxiety, but the position was greatly relieved by widespread tropical rains of 
24th to 27th. These were linked up with another disturbance resulting in further rains. September 
rains were light, but were sufficient to maintain crop growth, while the harvest prospects were assured 
by good October rains, which took in almost all sections of the wheat belt. Thunderstorms were ex- 
perienced during November and December, and in some instances, damage to crops by hail was reported. 
Losses also occurred through fires, while the shedding of grain through heavy winds was noted. The 
middle of December was responsible for a severe heat-wave associated with high Easterly winds which 
caused considerable damage throughout orchards.
